' More Arrests. 

Lonpon, April 6. 

The mysterious liquor found in the 


| dynamite factory at Birmingham 


shows that if it had remained on hand 
afew days longer it must have ex- 
ploded from inherent defects in its 
manufacture. 

Nelson Square, Lambeth, was a 
place of Fenian refuge in 1867. 

The prisoner Henry Daltow went to 
America 10 years ago. He stayed 
some time in New York State, and 
then went to New Jersey, where he 
pursued the calling of a compositor. 
Dalton’s parents state that they know 
nothing about the prisoner’s affairs. 
Dalton first appeared at Bowles’ 
American reading-room on tke 19th of 
March, haviog made a voyage from 
America in a White Star steamer. 

Lonpon, April 6. 

In respect to the arrest of Dalton, 
alias O'Connor, the police testified 
that he refused to give any address, 
except Bowles’ reading-rooms, No. 
14 Edward Place, Fulbam road. He 
was, however, searched, and some 
pieces of fuse and a thermometer 
found. Dalton here said, contemptu- 
ously, The fuse you found was 
merely a eigar-lighter.“ They found 
upon hima diary, which contained a 
recipe for the manufacture of fulmi- 
nate of mercury, and other chem on 
compounds, Dalton here reiterated 
the deniai that he had the slightest 
acquaintance with the other prisoners, 
or any knowledge of them. The 
prisoners were all remanded until 
Thursday without bail. 

The Freeman's Journal says: It is
